Continuation of 2. NOTE: In the After-Final amendment filed on December 22, 2003, the Applicant indicated amendments of the 
rejected claims such that the claims would be limited to the claimed chimeric protein wherein the Plasmodium antigens were antigens 
againt P. falciparum infection. The Applicant apparently read the explanation of the rejection in the Final action as indicating that claim 
language reading on any P. falciparum epitope would be allowable. Such was not the case. As indicated (e.g.) on page 7 of that action, 
the Examiner agreed that the unexpected results were demonstrated with respect to antigens comprising the NANP repeat from the P. 
falciparum CS protein. However, there is no indication that the unexpected results would occur using any P. falciparum B antigen. 
Nonetheless, the amendments would, if entered, avoid the outstanding prior art rejection because the references cited in the rejection do 
not teach other P. falciparum B antigens than the NANP repeat, thereby meriting further examination of the amended claims. Because 
entry of the amendment would necessitate further search and examination of the claims, the amendment is denied entry. 
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
